An Irish Food. Policy. 


The Order in Council which gives legal 
authority to the Government 's regulations 
for the control of food supplies was issued 
yesterday. The industrial prosperity of 
England has created a standard of luxury 
—in part extended to lreland—which must 
be reduced if we are to make sure of 
winning the wan The new regulations 
furnish the framework for its reduction. 
The national health will not suffer, 
and nobody except the conscienceless 
‘ profiteer’ will be a penny the worse. 
The regulations empower the Government 
to determine the uses of many of the 
necessaries of life, to control sales, and to 
make waste of food an, offence against the 
State. Under them we may expect that prices 
will be fixed for such articles as milk and 
potatoes, and that the use of sugar in the 
manufacture of mere luxuries will be for- 
bidden. Much will depend on the manner 
in which the regulations are applied. A 
wise control will make them beneficent 
instruments of victory; a. feeble or 
fluctuating control might make them not 
only useless, but intensely uhpopular. It 
is no wonder, therefore, that the country 
ig eager to learn the name of the man— 
the “ Food Dictator '"—who, as Mr. Raunci- 
man has announced, is to direct this con- 
trol with an authority which, in the 
nature of things, must be almost un- 


| equal applause, 


limited. He must be endowed with high | 


A. 


munity. ~ In England, Scotland, Wales, 
and Ireland those resources must be pooled 
for the common benefit. The large powers 
of the Food Controller must have exactly 
the same scope in Ireland as in England. 
Many imperative arguments— political, 
economic, and administrative—demand 
this unity of control... Subject to local 
conditions, harmony must be established 
between the prices which the regulations 
may fix for such commodities as milk, 
meat, and potatoes. We cannot have a 
‘standard loaf in England and a main- 
tenance of the present system in Ireland. 
That would result immediately in the re- 
striction of supplies of wheat to Ireland. 
Questions of freight between the two 
countries must: be determined by a sinzle 
authority. The exercise of the Con- 
troller’s power will clash with many in- 
terests in both countries. He must be 
to some extent an atutocrat, because he 
must be careless of criticism and absolutely 
superior to any pressure of political or 
trading interests. We believe that 
all patriotic and thoughtful Irishmen 
will welcome the new regulations and 
will welcome a  larze-minded and 
firm-handed controller of them. Their 
economic effects will be most valu- 
able, for they will reduce a vast 
amount of extravagance in living and will 
greatly relieve the burdens of the poor. 
Their spiritual effect will be not less im- 
portant, Jhey will teach us discipline, 
system, and order. Above all, they will 
compel every Irishman to realise what so 
few of us have realised up to this moment 
~—that Ireland, as a nation, is in a state 
of war. 

There is another reason—conclusive, even 
if it stood alone—for a single control of 
the food supplies of Great Britain and 
Ireland. The new regulations begin 
a campaign not merely for the con- 
servation, but for the increase, of 
the national food supplies. The work 
of imereased production in Ireland must 
draw its impulse and chief direction from 
the controlling authority in England, be- 
cause no official authority in Ireland has 
sufficient ability or independence to carry 
it to success. Mr. Dillon complained on 
Thursday that the Government had taken 
no steps to increase the production of food 
in this country. That statement was per- 
fectly true, but Mr. Dillon did not tell the 
House of Commons that he is himself the 
explanation of it. Lord Northcliffe has 
described the Cabinet as ‘‘ twenty-three 
men who are always late.” The fault is 
not peculiar to the present Cabinet. More 
than twenty years ago the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society started its work 
for the increase of food production in Ire- 
land, Sir Horace Plunkett foresaw then 
the need which confronts the country now 
and the means of supplying it. 1f the 
State had been advised by him, Great 
Britain and Ireland might have been 
virtually self-supporting to-day in the 
matter of focd crops. The veto came 
from Mr. Dillon. In those days 
home production was for him not a 
national necessity, but “a red herring 
across the path of Home Rule.” To-day 
we have neither Home Rule nor home pro- 
duction. Sir Horace Plunkett was driven 
from office, and his successor became the 
chief obstacle to his agricultural policy. 
The State wanted to help home production 
in Ireland. Mr. T. W. Russell and Mr. 
Dillon succeeded in postponing that help 
for several years. We need a complete 
change in the State’s agricultural policy 
in Iroland, and it is ridiculous to suppose 
that such a change will ever be made 
under the auspices of Mr. T. W. Russell 
and Mr. Dillon. ‘In Great Britain co- 
operative farming and intensive culture 
are now accepted as the basis of the new 
policy of home production. The State 
must accept that policy for Ireland 
too, and fer the whole Kingdom 
must have unity of principle, unity of 
action, unity of control. The new food 
regulations and the promised Food Con- 
troller are an earnest of that triple unity. 
The war, with all its bloodshed and 
misery, offers to Ireland the boundless 
blessings of a trhe agricultural policy,

The Duma and Poland. 


A telegram from [etrograd  yester- 
day announces the re-clection of” M. 
Nodzianko as President of the Duma. MM. 
Rodzianko distinguished himself at the 
opening of the Duma s new session on 
Tuesday by & fine speech expressive of the 
national feeling of Russia in regard to the 
war. “The war must be won,” he said, 
“whatever it costs the country and what- 
ever may happen. That is required by 
the national honour and the national 
conscience, for’ the security of the State 
and the welfare of coming generations.” 
These and similar expressions were ap- 
plauded with enthusiasm. The declaration 
read by the leader‘ of the majority 
bloc was equally direct, and evoked 
“The country,” it said, 
“is determined to continue the war to a 
victorious end, incurring whatever sacri- 
fices are necessary for that purpose.” The 
declaration went onto express grave dis- 
satisfaction with the present Government. 
The Duma as a whole is Liberal, and 
seeks to advance by constitutional means 
the cause of representative government. 
It happens that the present Ministry con- 
sists almost exclusively of men whom the 
Duma regards as_reactionary, and in this 
respect differs ffom that which was in 
office in the earlier stages of the war 
period.

Town-Planning. 


Mr. Raymond Unwin’s lecture last night 
on “A Town Plan for Dublin” contained, 
with much imaginative reconstruction of 
our city, one important suggestion. It was 
that the Corporation should set up a Town- 
Planning Committee, and, after invoking 
the help of an expert in town-planning, 
draft a Bill in readiness for a favour- 
able opportunity of presenting it to 
Porliament. We endorse that suggestion, 
with certain reservations. In the first 
place, we have some distrust of ‘‘ experts,” 
in a NS “w or anything else. The 
Corporation’s expert, and, for reasons on 
which we need not enlarge, the Corpora- 
tion’s Committee itself, would need to be 
disciplined by an ample leavening of prac- 
tical business men. “In the next place, 
there is an obvious danger that, if we em- 
bark on an ambitious scheme of town- 
planning, we shall be so much concerned 
about the future appearance of the wood 
that we shall not pay adequate attention 
to the present condition of the trees. Mr. 
Unwin said that we cannot neglect town- 
planning, because there are problems of 
social and industrial life in Dublin which 
cry for comprehensive handling. There 
are; but we do not want to present the 
Corporation with an excuse for neglecting 
remedial measures that are immediately 
practicable, or for persisting in the pre- 
sent policy of increasing housing conges- 
tion. Finally, we are doubtful whether 
the time is pecnliarly suitable for a great 
town-planning project. For many years 
after the war we shall have to “look 
twice ' at every penny of the public funds. 
If a Town-Planning Committee is estab- 
lished, the principle upon which it must 
proceed is that of combining the macitmum 
of improvement with the minimum of dis- 
turbance. 


The Storm. 


We have to record once more a violent 
gale, of which our issue of to-day bears 
evidence jn the shape of curtailed news 
services, owing to the usual break-down 
of the telegraph wires in Wales. We 
hope that the disturbance is local, and 
that at this promising moment of the 
Somme offensive our operations are not 
again to be hampered by such a persistent 
spell of bad weather as preceded the 
latest advance. Our meteorological re- 
cords, we imagine, would have to be 
searched a very long way back to find a 
parallel for the succession of gales which 
have swept over Ireland during the past 
few weeks. It is not possible to estimate 
wet whether the latest storm has been 
more or less violent than its predecessors ; 
but the effect of their following 
one another so rapidly grows steadily 
worse and worse. Our swollen rivers 
have no time to subside before they are 
heavily charged again by terrential rains, 
and the areas affected are progressively 
extending. Our provincial correspondents 
tell us that wide districts in the south 
are under water. The damage, both in 
town and country, has been considerable, 
and in Waterford has been attended by 
loss of life. A message from Mallow 
records a rainfall in fourteen hours of 
3.15 inches—a depth unprecedented for 
twenty-seven years. The effects of this 
latest storm, perhaps, may abate official 
optimism about the potato crop. Mr. 
T. W. Russell has just announced that 
the yield of sound roots is considerably 
less than two-thirds of last years. He 
adds that “further examination may lead 
to slightly revised estimates.“" Further 
examination, in the light of the new storm 


we / havoc, is Likely to lead to greatly revised, 


and much more unfavourable, estimates. 
Meanwhile export goes on merrily.

The German Government has done the 
Poles a good turn by its premature an“ 
nouncement of iis intention to re-establish 
a Kingdom of Poland under Prussian 
tutelage. By so doing it has called forth 
the remarkable message addressed to the 
Tsar by the French and British Premiers. 
The autonomy cf Poland, promised a little 
vaguely by the Grand Duke Nicholas two 
years ago, is now registered and endorsed 
by the three principal members of the 
Eintente, and can never be relegated to 
the Limbo which sometimes receives under- 
takings of this kind. Incidentally this 
epoch-marking document explains the 
absence of the Prime Minister from the 
House of Commons during the past week, 
which has given rise to some rather sharp 
comment. Now that the reason is known, 
it will be accepted as satisfactory. 

Nevertheless, there is a general feeling 
that, when the House is discussing 
matters of high policy, the head of the 
Administration should, if possible, be in 
a position to gauge its temperature by 
actual contact. Mr. Asquith is apt to 
rely a little too much, I think, on his 
lawyer's ability in rapidly getting up a 
case. With the aid of his army of private 
secretaries he is able at the shortest notice 
to make a speech on any topic whic! gives 
the casual hearer the impression that 
this particular subject must have been his 
preoccupation for a long time. But, in 
pomt of fact, he is still too much in- 
clined to his old habit of letting his de- 
pertmental colleagues go their own way 
until they get into a difficulty, when he 
suddenly appears, like Zeus to the 
waggoner, and lifts them out of the rut. 

Everyone is agreed, for example, that 
Mr. Runciman made admirable speeches 
both on Wednesday and yesterday. and 
outlined a scheme for the organisation of 
our food and labour which, if thoroughly 
carried out, promises well for the future. 
But everybody is also agreed that’ these 
proposals ought to have been adopted long 
ago. Why were they not? Becanse the 
Prime Minister has been too busy with 
the details of other matters ever to think 
out a comprehensive scheme of national 
organisation. I feel a good deal of sym- 
pathy with “A Wayfarer’s” remark in 
the Nation :— 

“It is note a Food Controller that we 
want. It is a policy controller, a states- 
man who will work out the threefold 
equation of our war needs—the relation- 
~~ of man-power, money-power, work- 
power, and, having arrived at it, 
as the basis of our total effort.” 
Obviously the only person in our Con- 
stitution who can do that is the Prime 
Minister. 

When the Focd Controller comes into 
his kingdom it is to be hoped that he will 
be a man who wil! bring. freshness of ideas 
into his department. Nobody wants 
thousands of new forms and miles of red- 


done. His task will be a very bie one, 
necessitating a multitude ef returns of 
every description, and it is highly de- 
sirable that these should be rendered in 
a form as simple as possible. 

Good butter now costs in London two 
shillings per pound, and the opinion in 
provision circles is that the price will be 
two shillings and sixpence per pound 
before A couple of months have assed. 
Traders are most pessimistic regarding the 
outlook, because the shortage is due to 
the cutting off of the sources of supply 
whence the consignments of winter butter 
generally are drawn. The demand for 
margarine grows steadily, and it is not 
impossible that there will be a rise in the 
price of that useful commodity. 

In reply to Mr. Scanlan, the Chief 
Secretary states in the Parliamentary 
papers to-day that the information so far 
availableto the Department of Agriculture 
would indicate an estimated yield of 
sound potatoes of above four tons per 
statute acre. This is 2.2 toms per acre 
less than in the year 1915, and 1.2 tens 
less than the tem years’ average. The 
estimated production this year would be 
about 2,350,000 toms, as against 5,710,000 
tons last year. A further examination of 
the returns, however, may lead to a 
slightly revised estimate. 

Berlin has long since ceased to be the 
gay place it once was, and, if the latest 
reports can be relied upon, it will soon 
be much more gloomy. Supplies of beer 
are to be cut off, and only fourteen per 
‘cent. of the quantity consumed in peace 
time will be available. Many restaurant 
and café keepers will be ruined. It is 
estimated that some two-thirds of the 
Berlin restaurants will have to close. 

It seems almost certain that another 
secret session will be held of the House 
of Commons, and it may even take place 
next week. No business has been allotted 
for Thursday, and the business for Wed- 
nesday is not of tremendous importance. 
Mr. Bonar Law announced yesterday that 
the Government would consider the man- 
power report on an early day next week, 
and then the way would clear for 
further steps. There are many points

It would be interesting to know exactly 
what the Germans are at in their attacks 
on neutral ships.

In normal 
times such an. action would result in a 
diplomatic rupture, and it is quite pos- 
sible that a serious situation may arise 
even. now, It would seem that the Ger- 
man Government has other aims sn view 
than merely the holding up or sinking of 
ships. It is rumoured that President 
Wilson, now that he has been re-elected, 
intends to take up a more active policy 
with regard to the German submarines, 
and that Mr. Gerard is expected to hasten 
his return to Berlin. for this purpose.

WAR BREAD. 

There was a good deal of disoussion in politi- 
eal circles yesterday as to the new food regula- 
tions, writes the Lobby Correspondent of the 
Daily News. In the case of the proposed war 
bread one practical difficulty will be that bakers 
do not get the same out-turn of loaves from 
the brown flour as from the white. In a sack, 
as it is called, of 280Ibs., they get six loaves 
short, or, to put it in the terms of the London 
bakers, they get 92 loaves from the white flour, 
and 86 from the brown. In Scotland, too, the 
demand is always for the white flour bread, 
especially in Glasgow, and it is being asked 
whether white flour could be imported under 
the new regulations. 


CRYSTAL PALACE FOR 
DISABLED SOLDIERS. 


A great admirer of Lord Kitchener, the Daily 
Mail is informed on good authorfty, has made 
it known that he is willing to give a very large 
sum of money, provided that the Crystal Palace 
and grounds can be obtained, for the establish- 
ment of a permanent tribute to the memory 
of the late Secretary for War. It is under- 
stood that this tribute will take the form of: 
the establishment of an institution where offi- 
cers. and men incapacitated in the war, with 
their wives and families, can be accommodated. 
As the Crystal Palace became the property of 
the nation in August, 1914, and is controlled by 
trustees representing public bodies, and acting 
under the Crystal Palace Act, 1914, it is evident 
that another Act will have to be passed before 
the proposal now made can be realised.
